I  have  the  honour  to  present  my  report  for  the  year  ended

BIRTHS 

There  were  210  births  (4  of  them  illegitimate)  giving  a  crude 
birth  rate  per  1,000  population  of  15.0  with  a  locally 
adjusted  birth  rate  of  15.2.  Stillbirths  -  rate  per  thousand 
total  births:  5» 


DEATHS 

There  were  108  deaths  during  this  period,  details  of  which 
are  given  more  fully  later  in  this  report.  The  crude  death 
rate  per  thousand  population  is  7»7»  therefore  the  locally 
adjusted  death  rate  is  8.7.
